THE annual report of the sccretary of
the bonad of sdueation presents in detadl
the financial operations of the public
schools for the year ending July 14 The
total receipts from all sources nmoantad
to threo hundrod and seventy-two thou-
sutnd nlne hundred and sevouty-cight dol-
lirs; expensed, three hundred and forty-
four thousand three hundred snd ninety-
four dollnrs, leaving n balunce on hand
of twenty-cight thousand five hundead
and ecighiy-four dollars.  The itoms of
expenses show a wide fleld for reform
and cconomy without in the slightest de-
gree impaiving the usefulucss of the
schools. Tt behooves the new board to
serulinizo the expensos of the past year
and effectivoly olose the leaks by lop-
plug off the ornamental fontures and con-
fining expenses 1o necossirios.

susponded in London two yeuars ago hp
tesumed In Washington,  In May
Lord Salisbury st a  reply to
the arguments of Mpe. Blaing, nand
the correspondonve  to date  closes
with the rejoinder of Mr. Blaine,

There Is nothing in this corresponid-
onee, on either side, offonsive in the
slightest degree to the pride or dignity
of either countey. The position of this
government hns been firmnly muintaineld
without any munifostation of arrogance
or presumption, bul on the contrary,
with repentad oxpriessions of o desive for
o satisfuctory sattloment betioved to e
altainable.  The Dritish  government
hos been no loss b in maintaining ita
position and equally courleous in pre-
senting its views. There is cerlainly
nothing in the vorrespondence to sug-
gost nny immediste dungor to the peace-
tul relantions of the two countries, nor is
there anything to indicate that the dis-
cusslon may not be Indefinitely pro-
longed.

WILL THE FAIR BE A FAILURE?

The genoral asscmbly of Illinpis has
convened in exira session o consider
the various legislative measures to bo
proposod for the benefit of the world’s
Columbian exposition,  The spocifie ob-
jeets for which the session is called, and
to which its deliberations will be con-
fined, are the submission to the people
of n propuosition to anmend the state
constitution so ns to authorize the city
of Chicago to ineronso its bonded in-
dobledness o an extent  not  ex-
conding fiveemiion dollars, the proceesds
to be usod innid of the exposition: the
passnge of such logislation as moy be
nocossary for the use or occupaney of
uny public ground, park or aren for the
location of the exposition; and to yest the
gity of Chicago with the vight, powee
and puthority of eminent domain to be
exoreised for purposes in bohalf of the
exposition. It is not expoectad that there
will be any difficulty in securing this nec-
vssary logislntion If the conflicting inter-
ests in Chieago which have delayed
proparations by their porssistent woarfore
regurding a location can be reconcilted
nnd kept so,

The delay which the confllot over the
question of loeation has onused to the
work of propavation has not only been
most ombarrasiing to those who are
charged with that duty, but has had
other {1l effects, Tt has oroated a wide-
spread approhension that the fair is
likely to fall far behind  what
it was intended to be nnd that it
may bo found necessary to extend for
six months or a year beyond the date
now lIxced the time for opening. There
hns nl=o been produced o very general
distrustof Chiengo's honesty and patriot-
ism that may prove more diumaging to
the interests of the oxposition abrond
than at home. The manifest greed und
selilshness that have beon at the bottom
of the prolonged fight yegarding a loca-
tion naturally suggosted that the groat
enlorprise intendod to commoemorate tha
discovery of the coniinent, was rogardod
by Chiongoans simply as a scheme of
local aggrandizoment, out of which each
one would be justifiod in geabbing all ho
could get, while the sppurent fact that
corrupl influences wera already at work
with the authoritiesnecessarily producad
distrust throughout the country. Un-
gquestionably this unfortunate state of af-
fuirs has lod to o vory goneral decline of
Interest in the exposition, which will ba
restored slowly and only when Chicago
shall have demonstrated. her determin-
atlon to fully and faithfully carry out
overy condition Imposed in come

noction with the exposition, snd every
promize which that ity made to con-
gross pnd the soudtey In asking  for the
great enterprise.

Thers Is now favorable promisa that
the prpparations will be pushed forwand
without further serious delay. The
serreement ronehed regacding loeation
disposes of the question that has beon
the ohstroction to progres=s thus far, nnd
whilo othor mattors will arlsa upon
whilch disagresmoents are to heexpeoted,
rothing s to he apprehended that s
Likely to canse 8o much econtroversy and
trouble as this guostion has made. Won-
doerful work will inve to be done, how-
over, o make up for the waluable timo
thnt has been lost,

ON the eve of harvest the farmers of
North Dakota find themselves the vie-
tims of a confidence game perpetrated by
the late lottery logislature. Heretolore
whent growers were allowed to store
grain in elevators for filteon days with-
out cost.  The privilege was o beneficial
ond, ns it enubled farmors to sell at an
advantage, The legislature concluded
that the elovator men were getting rich
too fast and Imposed  an annual license
of two and a half dollurs on each one
thousand bushels capacity.  This tax
the elevatsr compunies resented and
have united in refusing to store greiin,
thus compelling the farmers to sell at
whatever price the compunics choose to
give. Il tho elavators porsist, the con-
soquences will be disastrous to the pro-
ducors, a mnjority of whom are heavily
in debt and unable to bear additionnl
Lvenif the tax is unjust, us
thoe elevator eompanies elaim, retalin-
tion on the favmoers will not help mot-
ters.  On the contrary, it will intensify
opposition to olovator combines and
provoke morve rvigorous legislation in
the future.
